China was a big importer ot 
U.S. wheat a couple of years 
ago but dropped out of the m ar­ 
ket because of improved grain 
harvests of its own and also to 
conserve foreign exchange, ac­ 
cording to USDA analysts 
The report, which included 
brief reviews of other world 
areas, said also that India —

The house, how- 
e\ er. voted against the deferral 
plan before the holiday vaca­ 
tion and now USDA must spend 
the full amount instead of only 
the $85 million it had intended 
for the program next year. 
Under the program, farmers 
can get government payments 
to cover 50 to 75 per cent of the 
cost of carrying out approved 
conservation projects on their 
land. Various administrations 
over the years have tried to 
abolish or reduce the program 
but each time Congress has in­ 
sisted the money be spent. 
According to one informed 
source in USDA, the adminis­ 
tration may try again to reduce 
or eliminate ACP when it sub 
nuts the 1976-77 fiscal year 
budget request to Congress 
next month.

ommunist factions in Angola through the

(ED IT O R ’S NOTE: The In­ 
stitute for World Order has 
commissioned teams of social 
scientists in eight regions of the 
world to describe their "prefer­ 
red world” for t990 — and to 
outline the steps necessary to 
attain it. The following article 
is written by the director of the 
project.)

There is no longer a question 
of whether or not there will be 
world government by the year 
2000. The questions are how it 
will come into being (cata 
clysm, drift, more or less ra­ 
tional design», and whether it 
will be totalitarian, benign, or 
participatory (the probabilities 
being in that order). 
Since the so-called "age of 
discovery” (a Eurocentric con­ 
cept 
which 
sorely 
needs 
modification in this global com­ 
munity), three major revolu­ 
tions have propelled human 
kind 
towards global 
com­ 
munity, and now' 
towards 
global 
governance: 
egalitar 
iatiism, the technological and 
scientific revolution, and the 
closely-allied economic and in­ 
terdependent revolution. 
These three revolutions have 
converged to produce five 
global problems: war, poverty, 
social injustice, ecological in­ 
stability. and alienation or the 
identity crisis I believe these 
problems are closely interre 
lated and that "solutions” in 
one area have impacts on the 
other lour areas. 
These remarks are based on 
the premise that it is necessary 
to accept seriously the reality 
of the term “ the global vil­ 
lage.” The fact that the over 
whelming majority of human­ 
kind understands for the first 
time in historv that human so- 


ciety encompasses the entire 
globe, is a phenomenon equiva­ 
lent 
to humankind’s 
under­ 
standing that the globe is round 
rather than flat, and that the 
earth revolves around the sun. 
In many ways, what we are 
passing through is as great as 
the Copcrnican Revolution. 
If you think that only a few' 
hundred years ago there were 
less than one billion people on 
the face of the globe (some 50 
per cent 
not even knowing 
about the globe or knowing that 
other people existed on it) and 
today there are four billion peo­ 
ple, all with that understanding 
you can appreciate the enor­ 
mously dramatic impact this is 
having on our images and atti 
tudes with regard to authority 
structures at the domestic and 
global levels 
I believe that the most likely 
governance by the end of the 
century 
compelled 
by a 
scries of crises from the arms 
races and outbreaks of vio 
lenee, the food, population and 
environment unbalances as 
well as large scale serious in­ 
justices 
will be oligarchic 
and highly repressive. Many of 
the Third World societies will 
have military governments and 
there is reason to believe even 
Western liberal societies will 
lace a period of strong con­ 
formity 
pressures, 
such 
as 
existed in the United States 
during the McCarthy period in 
the l‘)50s It is for that reason 
that I believe that thoughtful 
and responsible individuals 
throughout the world need to 
form a social movement to pro­ 
vide for »he participation of 
ordinary people in creat ing new 
kinds of global institutions 
Most individuals consider the 
development of global mstitu- 


tions either as politically un 
feasible or. what is worse, po­ 
litically undesirable. There is 
the widespread feeling that, 
given the diversity of cultures, 
ideologies and values, we lack 
the global community on which 
such 
institutions could 
be 
founded 
However, people who are fa 
miliar with our ow n society and 
its make-up in the early 18th 
Century as well as with such di 
verse and variegated societies 
as India and China will under 
Stand that there is as much 
interaction and community 
sentiment at the global level 
today as existed in those com­ 
munities. This, with the com­ 
bination of the crises I have 
mentioned, has compelled us in 
the direction of global govern­ 
ance. The problem is not that 
global institutions will not he 
politically feasible hut that they 
will he undemocratio. 
In my view' global institutions 
would be a radical act in the 
best sense of that term. In es 
tablUhing guidelines for policy 
makers throughout the globe in 
the fields of arms, commodi 
ties, population and environ­ 
ment, we would undoubtedly he 
freeing and 
maximizing the 
sovereignty of individuals It is 
under the threat of hostile and 
foreign powers that policy 
elites are able to introduce 
stringent 
conformity 
and 


authoritarian police >< ’' < I. in 
their own states. Global institu­ 
tions Which clearly delineate 
the capacities oi nation-states 
to arm to resolve disputes in a 
peaceful manner, to determine 
how the scare resources of a 
finite globe could be used, could 
change dramatically th‘« con­ 
trol individuals would have in 
their own lives 


I 
believe 
creative 
par­ 
ticipation in the establishment 
of global institutions will mini­ 
mize the risks of catastrophe 
and totalitarianism; and that 
the continuation of the nation­ 
state system on its present 
course increases the possibility 
of both 


The details of the global in­ 
stitution can be spelled out only 
in principle: complete and 
general 
disarmament, 
some 
kind of effective peacekeeping, 
third party resolution of oo- 
litieal disputes, some form of 
global taxation, standards for 
preserving 
the 
environment, 
and making certain there is 
access for ordinary individuals 
and smaller groups to partici­ 
pate1 in important political and 
social decisions. 


It is clear that in order to 
achieve these principles hv the 
end of the century, we need a 
transition strategy . That means 
setting up concrete political 
goals for a global movement. I 
would suggest the following for 
the next 5-10 years (not neces­ 
sarily 
in 
the 
order 
of 
priorities ) : 


< 'hange the life expectancy of 
the Third World inhabitants 
from its present 15-5(1 years to 
the 70-75 years that individuals

States which practice 
this policy are in fact criminal. 


They 
should 
be subject 
to 
criminal law 
Develop 
modestly-sized 
world police forces with the 
capacity to intervene in civil 
wars of the size and ferocity 
that have occurred in Indo­ 
nesia. 
Somalia, 
Bangladesh, 
Nigeria and Burundi. To deal 
with a cross-boundary incur 
sion is also well within world 
community potential. And so is 
the ability to move from the 
present $250 billion a year being 
spent annually on arms to about 
$25 billion a year by 1990, grad­ 
uating the decrease over this 
period of time 


Eliminate war as an insti­ 
tution, recognizing that direct 
violence produces the loss of 
150.0(H) lives on the battlefield 
annually with another 300-450,- 
000 attributable to that vio­ 
lence. I would hope that a rea­ 
sonable target w-ould be to re­ 
duce those figures to $5,000 by 
the beginning of the 1990s 


Initiate 
compulsory 
jurisdiction before courts by 
the mid ’80s. The establishment 
of an ocean regime for the 
benefit of humanity 
is now 
being debated at the various 
sea law conferences and should 
receive the highest priority in 
the next few vears. 


Finally, within the present 
context, initiate serious discus­ 
sion on the npw international 
economic order. This provides 
not only challenge but the op­ 
portunity to articulate princi­ 
ples and promote programs 
which will have a direct impact 
on the material conditions and 
quality of life of every human 
being in the world.

Distress Signals As Hoax 


CLEVELAND (AP> 
The 
Coast G uard said this morning 
that 
radio 
signals 
received 
Thursday 
night 
reporting a 
cabin cruiser in trouble on Lake 
E rie may have been a hoax 
But a Coast G uard spokes­ 
m an said a cutter in the area 
would continue searching, and 
would be joined by a helicopter 
if w eather 
perm itted. 
Gale 
force winds were reported on 
the lake this morning and near­ 
blizzard conditions before dawn 
today ham pered the search. 
T he spokesm an at C oast 
G uard regional headquarters 
here said a radio signal claim ­ 
ing to be from the vessel, which 
ham radio operators had been 
monitoring, ceased at 2:20 a.m. 
T he 
F e d e ra l 
C om ­ 
m unications 
Commission 
a t­ 
tem pted to obtain a radio fix on 
the signal and ten tativ ely 
placed it nearly a 
hundred 
miles inland near Zanesville, 
Ohio, making officials suspect a 
hoax. The Coast Guard said 
said there was a chance the fix 
could be wrong and so they 
w ere 
proceding 
with 
the 
search 
The signals 
identified 
the 
boat in distress only as 25-foot 
cruiser with Ohio registration. 
The signals radioed late Thurs­ 
day that the boat had 10 persons 
aboard and was taking water. 
The signals later said the boat’s 
condition had stabilized and 
that it was no longer taking 
w ater. 
The Coast Guard could offer 
no explanation what the vessel 
might be doing on the lake, 
which is frozen in places. The 


signals reported it was near 
Pelee Island in Canadian wa­ 
ters. 
The Coast Guard buoy tender 
Mariposa, a 
180-foot cutter, 
reached the area early today, 
but reported no sign of the ves­ 
sel. 
A 44-foot Coast Guard launch 
from Marblehead at the tip of 
Sandusky Bay in Ohio was also 
set out for the area, but turned 
back when it ran into ice sev­ 
eral inches thick and poor visi­ 
bility 
The Coast Guard spokesman 
said the major problem in com­ 
munications was that the signal 
was being sent in Morse code 
through a ham operator in Chi­ 
cago. Ham operators in Cleve­ 
land and other cities reported 
hearing the signals, as did the 
Mariposa 
The spokesman said the per­ 
son sending the messages was 
apparently “not too proficient" 
at Morse code and many of the 
messages were coming through 
garbled. 
The Coast Guard said the 
vessel's registration number, 
received from the garbled 
transm issions, was incomplete, 
and that efforts to identify the 
boat had been unsuccessful. 
The first report of the distress 
signal was received about 4 
p m. Thursday, 
the Coast 
Guard spokesman said. 
A Coast Guard helicopter 
from Detroit searched the area 
Thursday night and reported 
sighting 
som ething 
which 
might have been the vessel, but 
was forced to head 
back 
because of poor weather.

China Says 
U .S ., Russia 
Gird for War 
TOKYO (AP) — The Chinese 
C om m unists ch a rg ed today 
that the United States and the 
Soviet Union are preparing for 
a new world w ar and that the 
arm s race between them “ is 
proceeding at a feverish pace 
never seen before.’’ 
"Thedeclining U.S. im perial­ 
ists art* trying hard to m aintain 
their vested interests while the 
Soviet revisionists are out to 
catch up," said a year-end re­ 
view in the official Peking Peo­ 
ple’s Daily. 
"Although they have con­ 
cluded three accords on nuclear 
disarm am ent or on limitation 
of strategic arm s, the signing of 
each accord was followed by an 
even bigger increase of nuclear 
weapons on either side both in 
num ber and quality. The Soviet 
nuclear arsenal, in particular, 
has swollen most rapidly, and 
its 
nu clear 
a rm s, 
which 
previously lagged far behind, 
have nearly equaled those of 
the United States." 
The newspaper said that even 
if 
m ore 
a g re em e n ts 
a re 
reached, the arm s race will 
continue and there w ill never be 
a balance. 
“The superpowers are pre­ 
paring for both nuclear war and 
a war to be fought with con­ 
ventional weapons," the article 
said. 
“ In 
conventional 
weapons, the Soviet Union lias 
overtaken the United States 
and gained the upper hand.... 
“Facts have shown clearly 
that the danger of w ar comes 
mainly from that up-and-com­ 
ing social im perialism which 
c a rrie s out arm a m e n t e x ­ 
pansion at top speed and has 
inherited the barbaric tradition 
of the old tsars." 
Rut Peking said the United 
States and the Soviet Union also 
"are weak in essence, in dire 
straits at home and abroad and 
riddled with crises ... 
"They are resorting to all 
possible intrigues and putting 
up a last-ditch struggle. The So­ 
viet social im perialists, in par­ 
ticular. are doing all they can to 
underm ine the just struggle of 
the Third World countries and 
peoples ... 
"A violent storm is gathering 
over the horizon ana nothing 
canstop it. .. One should have a 
H ea r u n d ersta n d in g of the 
aggressive nature of the super­ 
powers, discard illusions about 
peace, expose the cause and 
danger of w ar, and fully mobi­ 
lize the peoples to get prepared 
mentally and m aterially for a 
w ar of resistance against ag­ 
gression. 
“Only then can one cope with 
all eventualities, stand on firm 
ground and lead the struggle to 
final victory.’’

Meanwhile, Ohio researchers 
have joined experts from the 
federal government and other 
states to try to discover why the 
virus struck in several northern 
Mao Still Dominant 
In China at Âge 82 


TOKYO (A P ) — Mao Tsetung 
is

today 
and 
still 
the 
dominant figure in China de­ 
spite his age. 
As usual, the official Chinese 
newspapers, radio stations and 
new's agency m ade no mention 
of the birthday in accordance 
with Mao’s wish that it be ig­ 
nored. 
Mao is now the senior party 
chairm an of the Communist 
world, having headed the Chi­ 
nese party since 1935. He has 
been the head man in China for 
26 years, since the Communist 
victory in 1949. That is the 
longest hold on power of all of 
the w o rld ’s lead ers except 
President Tito of Yugoslavia. 
Despite his advanced age, 
Mao has met with 16 foreign 
dignitaries in 1975, more than in 
1974. The increase apparently 
was due to the ill health of 
P rem ier Chou En-lai, who has 
spent much ot 1973 in a hospital 
v ith heart trouble and lias seen 
no foreigners since September. 
Among Mao’s visitors this 
year were President Ford, Sec­ 
retary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger. who saw' him twice, and 
West Germ an Chancellor Hel­ 
mut Schmidt. 
Ford said he found Mao much 
stronger physically 
than he 
expected. V ice P re m ie r Li 
Usien-nien told a Japanese vis­ 
itor 
in Septem ber 
that 
the 
chairm an was in good health 
and that a recent detailed m ed­ 
ical 
ex am in atio n 
rev ealed 
nothing wrong with him. 
Because of Chou’s illness, 
First Vice P rem ier Teng Hsiao- 
ping is now considered the man 
most likely to succeed Mao. A 
recent report from Washington 
said that Mao m ade clear to 
Ford during their meeting that 
his successor would be Teng. 
who is 71 and is acting prem ier. 
A lthough M ao’s ac tiv itie s 
liave been greatly restricted 
because of his advanced age. he 


is still the chief architect of 
Chinese policy and the initiator 
of cam paigns to m aintain revo­ 
lutionary fervor such as the 
G reat Cultural Revolution of 
1966-69.

Witnesses Charge 


Persecution 
In Malawi 


.JO H A N N ESBU RG , South Af­ 
rica (AP) 
The Jehovah's 
Witnesses says its members 
are being subjected to a new 
campaign of beating, rape, tor­ 
ture and detention in Malawi 
because of their refusal to join 
President Kamuzu Ban d a’s 
Malawi Congress party. 


The religious sect, which be­ 
lieves that all governments are 
sinful, also claims it is being 
persecuted in Zambia and new­ 
ly-independent 
Mozambique, 
now ruled by a pro-Marxist re­ 
gime. for refusing to give alle­ 
giance to the ruling parties 
there 


The Witnesses are also un­ 
popular w ith the white rulers of 
Rhodesia and South Africa — 
both involved in low-key guer­ 
rilla wars with black nation­ 
alists — because they refuse to 
serve in the army. 
Western newsmen are barred 
from both Malawi and Mozam­ 
bique and so cannot confirm in­ 
dependently the sect s reports 
of persecution there But the 
reports reaching South Africa 
of maltreatment of Witnesses 
are numerous enough to give 
them credence. 
Aw ake, the sect's new spaper, 
gives this account of the sect's 
troubles in Malawi and Mozam­ 
bique: 
Violent attacks on the Wit­ 
nesses began iq Malawi in 
1964. President Banda's sup­ 
porters burned the homes of 1.- 
081 members of the sect and 
more than 100 of their meeting 
places, called Kingdom Halls. 
Banda banned the sect as “ an 
unlawful society" despite a 


guarantee in the Malawi con­ 
stitution to "recognize the 
sanctity 
of 
the 
personal 
liberties enshrined 
in the 
United 
Nations 
Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights." 
The banning touched off a 
countrywide attack 
on Wit­ 
nesses Homes were ransacked 
and burned. Kingdom Halls 
were wrecked Thousands were 
beaten and thrown into prison. 
Many Witnesses fled to neigh­ 
boring Zambia and Mozam­ 
bique. 
The 1972 convention of the 
Malaw i Congress party adopted 
a resolution declaring the Jeho­ 
vah's Aitnesses “ hindered the 
political and economic develop­ 
ment of Malawi." It demanded 
that all members of the sect be 
fired from jobs in government, 
commerce and industry and 
said all who lived in villages 
“ should be chased away," 
The sect says its Watchtower 
Societies in southern Africa 
have collected detailed evi­ 
dence of organized violence 
against its followers by the 
members of the Malawi Con­ 
gress party’s Youth League. 
Officials 
said 
numerous 
deaths have resulted. 
According to the leader of the 
sect in South Africa, Frank 
Muller. President Banda has 
said he will decide finally what 
to do about the Witnesses in 
Malawi before the end of 
January. The church official 
said he is not optimistic. 
He urged Witnesses all over 
the world to write to Banda and 
members of his government 
asking them to stop the attacks 
on the sect.

MOSCOW (AP>- The Soviet 
supersonic jetliner began its 
first regular mail and freight 
service a day late today. 
TheTUl44 flew from Moscow 
to Alma Ata, the capital of the 
Soviet republic of Kazakhstan 
in central Asia. Moscow Radio 
reported the plane made the 2,- 
050-mile flight in 119 minutes, 
averaging more than 1,000 
miles an hour, and flew at an 
altitude of 57,000 feet. 
Although Soviet officials say 
the TU144 won’t start flying 
passengers until the second half 
of 1976, a few Soviet journalists 
made the flight today. Western 
journalists were not allowed to 
go 
The SST is to make two 
flights a week to Alma Ata 
There has been no indication 
when foreign service will start, 
but officials said that mean­ 
while experts will study the ef­ 


fects of the plane on the envi­ 
ronment, a key factor in the ne­ 
gotiation of future f light agree­ 
ments with foreign govern­ 
ments. 
Officials said the Moscow - 
Alma Ata route was chosen for 
the first flights because it is 
over 
sparsely 
populated 
territory. 
The 
inaugural 
flight was 
scheduled for Christmas Day, 
but the newspaper Trud report 
ed it was postponed because of 
thick ice on the runway at Alma 
Ata. 
The world’s other supersonic 
jetliner, the British-French 
Concorde, is scheduled to begin 
regular service on Jan. 21 be 
tween Paris and Rio de Janeiro 
and between London and Bah­ 
rain. The Concordes will carry 
passengers as well as mail and 
freight. 
The TU144 was originally 


srheduled to go Into service In 
1970 or 1971. But production de­ 
lays and the crash of one of the 
planes at the 1973 Paris air 
show delayed the timetable.

Two Ohioans Played Key Role In O il Action

WASHINGTON - Two Ohio 
lawmakers played key roles in 
fashioning the new Oil Policy 
Act which P resident Ford 
signed reluctantly this week. 
Sen. John Glenn and Rep. 
Clarence Brown were on op­ 
posite sides during the year­ 
long 
b attle 
over 
energy 
legislation, but they are in 
agreement on why Mr. Ford 
accepted a bill which is almost 
180 degrees opposite to what he 
sought. 
The facts are that an over- 


w h c lm in g ly 
D e m o c r a tic 
Congress was unwilling to 
accept the Chief Executive's 
plan to raise energy prices 
gradually and the only alter­ 
n a t iv e - a b r u p t 
oil 
price 
d econtrol—would have done 
grave political dam age to Mr. 
Ford, the two Ohioans agree. 
“The Oil Policy 
Act 
has 
serious 
d raw b ack s, 
but 
I 
believe it was the best bill we 
were likely to get from this 
Congress, 
said Brown. 
Brown, a Republican from 
I ’rbana, is the ranking minority 
member of the House Energy 
S ubcom m ittee and in that 


position was the President’s 
chief spokesman during the 
long months 
when energy 
policy was being fought over. 
Glenn, the former astronaut 
who is in his first year as a U.S. 
Senator, made energy his chief 
preoccupation and played a 
crucial 
role 
in 
drafting 
elements of the bill which was 
signed into law Monday. 
The 
D em o crats 
won 
a 
significant victory in the long 
battle, but Glenn did not rub it 
in when he commented on the 
new law. 
“It might look like a cavc-in 
on the part of the President, but 


it was give and take and 1 
honestly believe it was a good 
compromise,” said Glenn. 
The keystone of Mr. Ford's 
energy policy when he started 
out the year was a plan to 
gradually remove federal price 
controls on domestic oil. and 
allow the price to rise to the $13 
per barrel world price set by 
the Opec cartel 
Mr. 
Ford 
argued higher prices would 
discourage consumption, and at 
the same time encourage new 
production on the part of oil 
com panies who could reap 
larger profits. 
But in repeated votes in both 


the House and Senate, 
the 
White House plan was rebuffed 
by the Democratic majorities. 
After 
conclusively 
demon­ 
strating that they would not 
accept higher oil prices, the 
Democrats fashioned the new 
bill which has just become law. 
It will actually roll back oil 
prices for the next two years, 
while holding out the possibility 
of raising prices over a 40- 
month period. 
In addition to the pricing 
provisions, there are a host of 
other sections 
in the bill 
mandating 
better auto 
fuel 
efficiency, 
establishing 
a 


national oil reserve, govern­ 
ment 
auditing 
of 
energy 
companies to . make sure the 
public gets straight information 
about supplies, 
and 
various 
conservation provisions. 
In the final weeks when the 
bill was being put together. 
Brow n and Glenn were active in 
drafting the key provisions, 
with Brown trying to make it 
something closer to what the 
President wanted, and Glenn 
trying to lock in the Democratic 
philosophy while at the same 
time avoiding a Ford veto. 
“The Act is not without its 
flaws, but I am gratified at its 


signing by the President,” said 
Brown this week. 
He said it was in the nation’s 
best interest that Mr. Ford had 
swallowed his pride and ac­ 
cepted the bill. If it had been 
vetoed, oil prices would have 
been ab ru p tly decontrolled. 
Brown pointed out. This would 
have hiked gasoline and fuel oil 
prices, caused oil 
company 
profits to soar, and caused 
political dam age to Mr. Ford, 
he said. 
Brown said he did not urge 
Mr. Ford to sign the bill, but 
merely pointed out the pros and 
cons of the legislation.

important provisions, and it 
comes close to being a new 
national energy policy," said 
Glenn. 
While mandating an oil price 
rollbpck. which at the very 
least will keep gasoline prices 
at the pump from rising for the 
next two years, the bill gives 
Mr.

Grand Juries 
Were Active 
During 75 


LISBON — Continuing a plan 
he 
in a u g u rated 
this y ear, 
Prosecuting Atty. Joseph J. Ba- 
ronzzi said county Grand Jury 
sessions will be held monthly 
with jurors still being subject to 
recall for special cases. 
Baronzzi late in 1974 sched­ 
uled monthly sessions to pro­ 
vide additional time, primarily 
because of the so-called 90-day 
trial in which prisoners in jail 
must be brought to trail within 
the three-month period or be 
released. 
The Grand Jury sessions will 
be convened the first Tuesday 
of each month, beginning Jan. 
6. 
A study of Grand Jury re­ 
ports shows Grand Juries were 
convened 15 times in 1975 with 
each session averaging almost 
2! i days in length. Besides 
meeting each 
month, 
three 
Grand Juries were recalled for 
special sessions. 
There were 8 Grand Jury ses­ 
sions in 1974, including one jury 
which was recalled The av er­ 
age length of each session was 
2a4 days. 
The 1975 Grand Juries re­ 
turned true bills in 78 per cent 
of the cases investigated. The 
study shows 246 cases were pre­ 
sented to the Grand Jury which 
returned 
192 true bills, 
in­ 
cluding 117 secret indictments. 
Thirty-seven cases were ig­ 
nored, roughly 15 per cent of the 
cases investigated. 
By 
comparison, the eight 
Grand Jury sessions in 1974 in­ 
s t i g a t e d 191 cases with 154 
true bills being returned. The 
true bills, including 87 secret 
indictments, amounted to about 
80' a per cent of the number 
probed The 1974 Grand Juries 
ignored 23 cases. 
The most cases investigated 
during 1975 was last January 
with 32 with the most indict­ 
ments — 26 — being returned in 
May and by a recalled Grand 
Jury in October in a secret drug 
investigation. There were 23 in­ 
dictments in July and 22 true 
bills in January.

year were Edwin P. Huffnagle 
of Leetonia, who presided at 
seven sessions, including two 
which were recalled, ana Wil­ 
liam H. Bumip and Reed Mc- 
I'lure of Lisbon, who conducted 
four sessions each.

Last year, the spring and 
( hnstmas appeals raised about 
$5,2 million, and the 1975 spring 
appeal raised about $800,000, 
Ramsey estimated. Results of 
this year's Christmas appeal 
won’t be known until January, 
but Ramsey said early in­ 
dications are encouraging.

About 9:15 we found the town, 
Ashton, Idaho. We camped in a 
hotel because the camp was 
wet. and we didn’t feel like 
putting up our tent at this time 
of day. 
The next day we had fine 
traveling. The roads were good 
and 
the country 
was 
in­ 
teresting 
This route went 
through the Blackfeet Indian 
Reservation These were the 
first Indians we had seen At Ft. 
Hall was a trading post, and 
there were many of them here 
We met many of them going to 
the post, and some were riding 
horses, some were riding in 
wagons, while some were 
driving flivvers. This is desert 
country, and we saw many jack 
rabbits. 
When 
we 
arrived 
in 
Pocatello, the next town, we 
had a puncture. After having a 
time finding a garage, we 
wanted some cement, we fixed 
the tire - and then had another 
puncture outside the town. 
After we had patched this, we 
drove on to McCammon where 
we camped There was good 
water here, and on the north 
side of the camp was a large 


pile of rocks. I climbed to the 
top, but saw too many snakes to 
suit me. Our camp here was not 
as lonesome as some in Idaho. 
A railroad ran close to it. so we 
had something to watch besides 
the snakes and gophers. 
From here to Salt Lake City 
we had fine roads, with the 
exception of one detour near 
Ogden which was not bad. This 
road leads down through a 
fertile valley, on each side of 
which are many large and 
prosperous farms This was the 
best road we had since leaving 
Ohio. 
At Ogden we stopped for 
dinner We got a fine meal for 
45 cents ^thought Ogden was a 
pretty nice tow n, at least what I 
saw of it. 
Next was Salt Lake City. 
Here there is a fine camp, with 
all the conveniences of your 
home, such as gas plates, hot 
and cold water, a wash house 
for washing clothes with tubs, 
wringers, etc 
a grocery store 
and barber shop - all for 50 
cents per day Jack washed the 
car. then we went to the post 
office. Nothing there While we 
were here, 1 washed some of 
our clothes I washed our khaki 
shirts in the same water with 
the socks and handkerchiefs, 
and the latter were dyed a 
beautiful yellow. We each 
received mail while we were 
here, and were glad to hear 
from the folks in Ohio 
From Salt Lake we went 


south to Beaver. I ’tah. This was 
a hot drive. We had three or 
four detours on this trip, and 
some of them were bad. The 
road led 
through dried up 
creeks and forests of pine. 
These trees were small, and for 
nearly one hundred miles we 
saw nothing but these trees By 
noon we had arrived at Nephi, 


us to take plenty of water along 
for our engine. We took his 
advice and were glad we did. 
The next day we were on our 
way to St George. It sure was 
hot We had to go slow on this 
trip, as the roads were rough, 
and there were quite a number 
of hairpin turns, which had to 
be maae carefully. We arrived

Then after a short rest, we wen- 
on our way, and when we got to 
Beaver we iiad traveled 213 
miles. This had been a very hot 
day to travel, and we were glad

In the camp at Beaver we 
found several other campers, 
and one man Who had just come 
Irom California over the road 
we were going to take advised 


in Si 
George at t:HU, and 
decided to stay here the rest of 
the day. We had a show er hath, 
which made a tellow feel better 
after lieing in that heat all day. 
We met some people who had 
just vitme from California who 
liad relatives in Leetonia. When 
you nuet people like that from 
your home town, you don't 
seem so far Irom home. We had 
(linnet m the only eating place. 


or cafe as they are called out 
here, and after we were 
through eating, we gave the 
town the once-over. 1 noticed 
that the town was in a valley, 
with high mesas on three sides 
These mesas had several layers 
or strata of rock, and when the 
sun shone on them, they were 
all different colors On one of 
them somebody had started to 
carve a name, two letters being 
tinished. It was certainly hot 
here, and we didn't fancy the 
idea of staying in one place 
very long, so the next day saw 
us on the move. 
We had more rough roads 
after leaving this town, and 
between this camp and St. 
Thomas, we met the stage 
which had broken down. It had 
two passengers, a lady and a 
little girl The driver said that 
the transmission was broken, 
and as it might be a long time 
until he had it fixed, wanted to 
know if we would take the two 
passengers back to St. Thomas 
We were going that way, so I 
stood on the running board, the 
lady holding the girl. Fifteen or 
twenty miles per hour was 
about as fast as you could go on 
these roads, so this was a long, 
hot trip. The temperature was 
around 120. and not a bit of air. 
Every time we would hit a hole 
or rut the right front tire would 
hit the* fender. Wc had a broken 
spring, but it was not bad 
enough to have it lixed w hen we 
didn't liave extra weight.

it's a m irror image of what used to be. 
Once it was the Baltim ore Colts who were 
the Super Bowl champions, battling to 
maintain their image as kings of the Na 
tional Football League 
And once it was the Pittsburgh Steelers 
who were shrugging off a losing image and 
emerging as hungry, young challengers 
Now it s the other way around 
and on 
Saturday, the Colts, written off as a herd of 
losers before the season began. tr> to take 
another giant step toward an impossible 
dream which the Steelers realized one year 
ago. Now it's theSteelers who are defending 
their crown, opening the American Confer 
ence playoffs 
In Sunday's other AFC showdown it s 
Cincinnati at Oakland 
In the National 
Conference games, St. Louis is at Los 
Angeles on Saturday and Dallas visits 
Minnesota on Sunday. 


“ Trying to stay on top is the true test.” 
says Chuck Noll, once an assistant at 
Baltimore w hen the Colts were kings of the 
hill and now head coach of the Steelers. 
“ Some people have a strange picture. They 
think you reach a level and just stay there. 
They don't realize it's a heck of a job week 
after week, season after season.” 
In 1971. the Steelers won their first 
division title in four decades. They’ve been 
in the playoffs ever since For the Colts. 1971 
was a turning point 
the other wav around. 
That was their last year in the playoffs. The 
next 
season, 
and 
the 
two after 
that, 
they wound up with losing records 
But 
from 
last 
year's 
2-12, 
they’ve 
rocketed to 10-4 and are riding a nine-game 
winning streak that gave them the East 
D ivisio n title. “ T h e y ’re well-peoples,” 
says Noll “ They have exceptional person­ 
nel. A physical team.” 


The same can be said of the Steelers. who 
won their third A FC Central title in four 
seasons with a 12 2 record. The Steelers had 
won 11 in a row until they lust their regular- 
season finale at Los Angeles. 
“ I think w e’ll use the loss in the positive 
vein," says defensive tackle Joe Greene. 
“ We always bounce back after a loss.” 
Each team has a superb quarterback and 
a powerhouse running back 
Bert Jones calls Baltim ore’s signals while 
Terry Bradshaw does the job for P itt­ 
sburgh. And a pair of former Penn State 
stars go against each other in the back- 
fields. Lydell Mitchell of the Colts and 
Franco Harris of the Steelers. Mitchell 
became Baltim ore's first l,<MH)-yard rusher 
ever this season while Harris surpassed the 
1,-000-yard mark for the third time in four 
seasons. 
Since Cincinnati has had trouble all vear 


establishing a ground game, and has been 
so effective riding q u arterb ack 
Ken 
Anderson's aerials, Oakland’s task would 
seem to be a simple one and that's exactly 
how a couple of the Haiders see it. 
“ W e’ve got to get some long drives going 
and keep the ball away from Anderson and 
his bunch.” observes quarterback 
Ken 
Stabler. 
And 
cornerback 
W illie 
Brown 
adds: “ Once we can stop the pass, every­ 
thing will fall in place for us." 
Each team finished at 
11-3 but 
the 
Bengals, finishing behind the Steelers, had 
to settle for the A F C ’s wild card while the 
NEWS SPORTS 
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Haiders breezed to their West Division title. 
The game is the only one involving teams 
which faced each other during the season. 
The Bengals’ won 14-10, but it was played in 
a driving rainstorm 
that 
negated any 
meaning as pertains 
to the upcoming 
matchup. 
“ You can’t base anything on that game, 
says Stabler. “ I don’t want to speak for 
Anderson, but I know 1 was terrible that 
day. I gave up four interceptions and so did 
he." Stabler completed eight of 24 passes, 
Anderson hit on four of 19. 
The 
Ram s 
arc 
hurting—but 
not 
on 
defense, w hich was 
instrum ental 
in 
carrying the team to the N FC Westtitle with 
a 12 2 record. Quarterback Jam es Harris is 
nursing a bad shoulder and running back 
Lawrence McCutcheon, the team s leading 
rusher, has a pulled calf muscle. And Los 
Angeles already h as lost two other running 


backs, Jim Bertelsen due to knee surgery 
and John Cappelletti with mononucleosis. 
The Cardinals, on the other hand, are 
healthv. Jim Hart quarterbacks the St. 
Louis “ bomb squad" headed by speedy Mel 
Grav, 
all-purpose 
running 
back 
Terry 
Metcalf and power runner Jim Otis, the 
NFC'S leading rusher. 
The Cowboys won the N F C ’s wild card 
with a ltl-4 record while the Vikings went 12- 
2 to take the Central Division title with ease. 
“ Minnesota probably 
has even 
more 
talent this year because the young players 
have come through," says Dallas Coach 
Tom Landry. “ It ’s as solid as the recent 
Viking Super Bowl teams.” 
And Coach Bud Grant of the Vikings 
returns the compliment 
“ They’ve moved 
the ball on everybody in the league,” he 
says. “ On defense, they don’t use a lot of 
variations, but they’re very sound.”

EIGHT-FOOT CERAMIC INSULATING columns will carry 345,000-volt power in and out of an 
oil-immersed switch being installed at Ohio Edison’s giant Highland Substation near I/)rds- 
town-The station is being expanded to help carry power from two new generating plants being 
built in western Pennsylvania in cooperation with neighboring electric companies — to provide 
needed additional power for customer load centers in central and northern Ohio. Edison is 
spending $2.0 million to expand the substation, which was completed at a cost of $3.6 million in 
1972. The insulating columns — called “bushings” in the industry — cost $12,600 each. 


Viet Fall is Top ’75 News Story

top news story of 1975.

Miss 
Ifearst’s capture, also in Sep­ 
tem ber, was close behind with 
2,805 votes Her kidnapping had 
been the fourth on the list of top 
news stories last year.

I have some infestation 
again, and now we are follow­ 
ing the doctor's directions on 
the lotion, changing bed 
linens, and changing to freshly 
laundered clothes. My ques­ 
tion is. how contagious are 
these nutes? My doctor said 
the mite lives only on a warm 
body and therefore is passed 
only by close contact from the 
infected skin, and there is no 
danger of transmitting it by 
hanging a coat on a public 
coat rack, etc His nurse says 
that it ping-pongs back and 
forth in contact with 
doorknobs, dishes, etc. 
This problem is playing 
havoc with my nerves, so I'll 
appreciate any information 
you can send us on clearing 
my home of this pest. 
DEAR READ ER - There 
is literally a worldwide 
epidemic of scabies and other 
small animals of the louse 
group at the present time. 
You are more likely to get 
scabies from close personal 
contact. The female has 
small, sharp, cutting edges on 
her front legs, and with the.se 
and her jaws, she digs a tunnel 
into the skin. These burrows, 
commonly in the folds of the 
skin as between the fingers, 
are one of the best evidences 
of an infestation with scabies. 
She mates and lays her eggs 
here, and they hatch, produc­ 
ing a new crop of bugs 
The itch usually doesn't oc­ 
cur until nearly a month after 
the first burrow is plowed in 
your skin So. a person may go 
along blissfully ignorant of a 
recent infection for a month 
or more after it started. 
The itch is usually at night. 


and most of the skin surfaces 
can be involved except the 
face and scalp »in newborn 
babies the scalp may be in­ 
volved, too). 
The parasites are killed by 
proscribed medical lotions or 
cream used after a good bath 
for best effect. A second 
application must be used a 
week later to kill the second 
crop of parasites from ex­ 
isting eggs hatching in the old 
burrows The itch may persist 
for weeks after successful 
eradication of the parasites. 
While it is true that you can 
get the hug most easily by per­ 
sonal contact, as in just sleep­ 
ing in the same bed with an in­ 
fected person, you can get it 
from infected linen and 
towels 
Afer treatment you 
need to put on clean sheets 
and clean clothing 
All 
clothing and sheets and towels 
that have been used must he 
cleaned or laundered And. as 
you have found out, all 
members of the household 
must be treated at the same 
time. 
That usually is sufficient to 
eliminate the infestation from 
any household If you are real­ 
ly worried, you might want to 
spray the mattresses, sofas, 
and other inanimate objects 
with Kwell spray which you 
can get without a prescrip­ 
tion This is not to be used on 
your body. Getting the infesta­ 
tion from door knobs and 
public coat racks is not very 
likely. But you can get it from 
shaking hands or rubbing 
elbows with someone who has 
an active skin infestation.

Differing views for the 
^ vV nail polish stain blues 
D EAR PO LLY — Can you tell me how to remove a 
red nail polish stain that has set in a peach colored knit 
skirt? I would appreciate ANY suggestions — JU D Y 


D EA R JU D Y — You do have a problem since nail 


polish stains should be removed immediately. You did 
not say what fibers were in your skirt, so extreme cau­ 
tion should be used. It may be nothing will work since so 
much time has elapsed. Two leading laundry testing 
laboratories give completely opposite advice, so one 
may work for you when it would not for someone else. 
One treatment is to lay stain, face down, on paper 
towels and sponge the back with nail polish remover. 
Replace towels as they become saturated. When stain is 
gone, launder. Polish remover should never be used on 
acetates or Arnel fabrics. 
The other authority says NOT to use polish remover 


but pure amyl acetate and then launder. If stain 
remains, sponge with rubbing alcohol to which a few 
drops of ammonia have been added Cut a bit from un­ 
der the hem and experiment to see the effect of anything 
to be tried. — PO LLY. 


DEAR PO LLY — My Pet Peeve is against the makers of 
lingerie for not making a nice, slightly padded all cotton bra 
Others, like me. are allergic to nylon I used to be able to buy 
such bras, but now they are discontinued I have worked in 
lingerie departments and know how many calls there are for 
them - VIRGINIA B. 
DEAR POLLY — This is for Rose who finds new plastic 
flannel backed tablecloths so wrinkled when they come out of 
the package I had one that was badly wrinkled I put it in my 
tumble dryer for just about three minutes on hot heat It came 
out beautifully and without a wrinkle. Spread on table im­ 
mediately as it will be a limp mess but looks beautiful after it 
has cooled — MRS A L R 


D EA R R E A D E R S — Do not leave the dryer and keep a 


close check, so the cloth is left in only long enough to warm 
and soften the plastic. Then remove immediately. — PO LLY.
